The Eldorado Collection of Colombian Coins and 
Paper Money, offered in two auction catalogs, is an 
important event in Latin American numismatics and 
is the finest ever cataloged. It is a fitting backdrop that 
the sales will be conducted as part of our official auction 
at the 46 th annual New York International Numismatic 
Convention being held in 2018 for the first time at the 
Grand Hyatt over historic Grand Central Station. Over 
its four decades of formation, much of the collection was 
obtained at these shows and the auctions that were held 
in conjunction with or directly before them. In 1990, 
the world paper money Proofs and Specimens from the 
Archives of the American Banknote Company were sold 
just prior to that year’s convention and the event drew a 
global bidding audience, a “who’s who” of paper money. 
The Colombian notes in that presentation were of such 
rarity and importance that nearly all of them were 
obtained at the sale for the Eldorado Collection. Many of 
those key acquisitions are cataloged individually for sale 
for the first time in this auction. 

The Eldorado Collection is so sweeping in scope, that 
these catalogs are the initial offerings that feature many 
of the rarest and highest grade selections from this epic 
cabinet. Although there are duplicates in the collection, 
most of the rarest paper money is cataloged in this session 
and often many of the notes are exceedingly rare or unique. 
Proofs and Specimens obtained at the two American 
Banknote Company Archive auctions (the second world 
paper money sale was held in June 1991) and cataloged 
here are in superb condition and often the finest certified 


by PMG grading. Many are essentially as perfect and fresh 
as the day they were printed a century or longer ago. Future 
paper money offerings from the Eldorado Collection will 
feature different issuers, specialized subjects not included 
in this primary sale, and additional Proofs obtained at the 
1990-1991 ABN sales. 

World numismatics and research in this field have a 
rich tradition at Stack’s Bowers Galleries. The Eldorado 
Collection is of such importance, that we are pleased 
that John Kraljevich, Jr. has written the coin catalog 
that presents the earliest Colombian cobs to coins of the 
modern era. The cataloging for the Colombian paper 
money sessions (offered here) is by Bruce Roland Hagen. 

We are proud to present these incredible numismatic 
selections to the collecting community. We pay tribute 
to the effort and acumen required to assemble such a 
fine collection. We encourage collectors to recognize the 
importance of this opportunity to obtain some the finest 
treasures of Colombian numismatics.

The Paper Money of Colombia 
as Portrayed by The Eldorado Collection 


The Eldorado Collection of Colombian Paper Money 
featured in this sale catalog, empirically portrays the 
broadest view of this subject ever published in English 
or Spanish. Commencing in 1819 and continuing to the 
present day are countless note types, from the majority 
of known series and issuers, cataloged and offered in this 
and subsequent sales for the first time. The lot descriptions 
and their accompanying full-color images often confirm 
rumored examples listed, but unpriced, in the Standard 
Catalog of World Paper Money (“Pick”). Many are first time 
individual offerings at public auction. This is especially 
true of previously unlisted types that were discovered in 
the Archives of the American Bank Note Company, sold by 
Christies initially on November 28-29, 1990. Nearly all 66 
Colombia lots enumerated in that “Leo” moniker catalog 
(including two immense and unique record books) were 
obtained at the sale by Eldorado’s architect, who recognized 
their immense research importance and the opportunity 
to expand the collections scope in the span of a few hours. 
Additional Colombia proof note groups were also purchased 
at the second World Paper Money sale on June 5, 1991, at 
Christies. In the current sale are some of the finest condition 
and rarest examples from those former ABN sale lots. 

Colombia declared its independence in 1810 from the 
Viceroyalty of New Granada. However, it was not until 1819 
that the independent nation was established and the first 
distinctly Colombian paper money printed. These rare notes 
(Pick 1-4) were printed by Peter Maverick in New York. 
Shortly after, a second Pesos denominated series was printed 
with Republica de Colombia titles (Pick 5-8) and are styled 
similarly to American obsolete private banknotes of the period. 
The short-lived Gran Colombia these notes were printed for 
was succeeded in 1831 by the Republic of New Granada, but a 


few decades would pass before paper money would be printed 
again, this time locally. All the notes from this period are rare. 
The collection includes a pair of unlisted Billete de Tesoreria 
notes (lots 10003-10004) printed on watermarked paper. The 
Estados Unidos de Nueva Granada-Tesoreria Jeneral issue is 
well represented with three denominations. Printed on frail 
paper, their condition is superior to most known to collectors. 

Colombia’s political climate settled considerably in the 
early 1860s with the establishment of the Estados Unidos de 
Colombia (1863-1886). This period is the “Golden Age” of 
Colombian paper money, directly coinciding with its contracts 
with the American Banknote Company in New York. The Latin 
American independent nations created by Bolivar’s revolutions 
crisscrossed a continent with new clients for this giant security 
printer. Not only did the United States of Colombia order 
its first series of colorful engraved notes (Pick 74-78) from 
the ABNCo., but within ten years many private banks and 
companies (the “bancos”) ordered notes to be printed by them. 
Artistically, each individual bank’s designs, colors, and features 
appear to be in competition with one another. Colombian 
notes from this quarter century span are among the most 
beautifully engraved by the ABNCo. The Eldorado Collection 
contains notes from nearly all these private issuers, including 
those printed locally by D. Paredes, Bogota. 

Concurrent with the issuance of the private “bancos,” 
commencing in the early 1880s, were notes printed by the 
ABNCo. for the Banco Nacional. These “National Banknotes” 
were backed by the federal authorities and this bank is the 
precursor of the current banking system in Colombia today. 
In addition to issuing its own notes, the bank apparently 
acted as the clearing house for the private banks. Eventually 
there was too much paper money in circulation leading to 
the bank’s closing in 1894. Some of these events contributed 
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to the economic and political instability which culminated in 
the “1000 Days War” from 1899 to 1902. Remainder notes 
from several of these private banks were overprinted for 
the Banco Nacional in Bogota during the civil war and the 
current sale includes the widest selection of them cataloged 
individually in any auction sale. 

The “1000 Days War” created other locally printed, 
regional, and emergency issue paper money, much of it 
crudely produced under difficult conditions. High grade 
notes are the exception for these emergency notes due to the 
tropical climate and rag paper used for these issues. Many of 
the Banco Nacional overprinted notes appear to have been 
redeemed after the war and are rare. After this civil war, 
the initial Banco de la Republica notes were printed by the 
ABNCo., but it would be nearly two decades before a firmly 
established national bank would be created. 

American Edwin Kemmerer had already worked with 
other Latin American economies when he was summoned 



to work with the Banco de la Republica for Colombia. In 
1923, the Law 25 created the bank which would authorize 
the Peso Oro on a gold standard, control exchange rates, 
make loans and perform as a state bank. The 1923 Colombia 
series and onward coincided with this law and are recorded 
in the second ABN sale record book offered as lot 10564. 
The banknotes artistic styles from this period become 
pedestrian in comparison to magnificent notes from the 
1880s, but many are rare as high grade issued notes. The 1938 
400 th Anniversary of Bogota Peso is an exception and was 
extremely well designed. The Proofs from the second June 
1991 ABN sale provide ample opportunities for collectors to 
obtain Gem examples of these types. 

The study of Colombian paper money is amplified by 
this sales offerings and the opportunities presented. These 
notes were curated with careful attention for decades and 
often represent the only known examples or finest graded 
of their types.

Historic Maverick Printed Pick-1 Medio Real Note 



10001 Republica de Colombia. 6 X A Centavos/Medio Real, ND (ca. 1819). P-lr. Remainder. The lowest denomination 
from a rare and historic series of early Republica notes. The notes were engraved and printed in the United States 
by Peter Maverick, New York and have his imprint at the base. Maverick was one of the foundational copper plate 
engravers of the period and his important American obsolete banknote plate engraving included notes for the State 
Bank of New Jersey. Two plates were engraved by Maverick for this series. One was for fractional denominations and 
the other for peso denominations. Virtually all the notes from this series observed are unissued remainders. After 
studying pedigrees, the only issued note from the series we traced was the 4 Reales sold from the Newman Collection 
in September 2016. That issued note realized $3,525, emphasizing that any example from the issue is very collectible 
and important. Small format size with denominations at the end in reales (“un medio”) with its centavo counter “6 1 /4” 
under the pineapple vignette. A clean example and a charming type. Essential for any well-rounded Colombia or early 
world note collection, especially for collectors desiring Pick-1 numbered notes.

Perhaps Unique Maverick Printed First Republica Series Uncut Sheet 



10002 Republica de Colombia. Uncut Sheet of 5 Pesos-3 Pesos-2 Pesos-1 Peso. ND (1820s). P-8-7-6-5. Remainders. This 
uncut sheet is an item that defies the imagination and is one of the highlights of the Eldorado Collection. It is the only 
uncut sheet we know from this early and rare series and was treasured by its owners. We are fairly certain it is formerly 
from the Amon Carter Collection (sold in December 1997 by Spink America). Each denomination shares a common 
style, size and layout similar to the obsolete banknotes Maverick engraved for American clients. Central fasces flanked 
by cornucopia with “BOLIVAR” above. End panels with denominations on intricate lathe works. Noted as previously 
mounted, but in the selvage and not affecting the notes. This impressive piece projects itself as the true highlight it is. 
Perhaps it is unique and if so, then it is priceless.

Printed on 
thin onion skin paper from a copper plate. Left end with 
indent engraved “BILLETE DE TESORERIA.” Engraved text 
with space for the denomination to be written in. Engraved 
1853 date, the rest written. Fully accomplished, but devoid 
of back endorsements. Noted as previously mounted, which 
is seen on the back corners. Enigmatic, but this appears to 
be very rare.

Printed 
on thin, translucent paper, this causes the few survivors 
to often be harshly damaged. This note has sharp brown 
printing, contrasting red seal at the left, and beautiful pen 
accomplishment. It appears to be on par with the Richard 
Ward Collection piece that realized $2,070 in June 2017. 
Noted with ink burn and thinning. However, this is a 
superior piece with the eye appeal of a higher grade.

The 
note is full and has great paper body, but there is PVC intrusion, which is noticed, and a typical ink burn in the serial 
number. Matches very well with the prior two notes, completing a difficult to assemble set.

This will certainly garner much attention from 
all world note collectors who appreciate rarity and style.

This 
is noted as previously mounted.

The December 1990 American Bank Note Company 
Archive sale held at Christies changed world paper money 
collecting forever and Colombia was no exception. In addition 
to the original artwork paintings and group lots from various 
countries in the sale (including the significant Colombia 
lots), there were 22 record books cataloged and sold. These 
featured various countries in generally alphabetical order 
(with exceptions based on criteria unknown to current 
numismatists). The thick and heavy leather record books 
included face and back proofs affixed with glue to individual 
preordered pages from the binder manufacturer (Kalamazoo 
Looseleaf Binder Co.). Prepared in this manner, each page 
with proofs is unique in this form. The books also contained 
typewritten indexes, order and print records for each 
particular series. All the pages were strapped in and locked 
into place. Each book, with its particular contents, was 
different and contained various amounts of notes. 

There were two Colombia record books. The first, titled in 
the first ABN sale as “Record Book No. 7,” was sold as Lot 86 
in the December 1990 sale. Cataloged in the current auction 
are the 150 individual pages from this unique record book in 


the order they were presented as bound into the album. They 
are arranged chronologically (mostly) from 1862 to 1923, 
based upon their index at the front and with the print records 
for each series beginning each issuer section. Published 
in the lot descriptions to follow are those print figures for 
each particular series and type. The overall condition of the 
affixed India paper proofs is generally excellent, as they were 
protected with interleave sheets. In some cases, there is glue 
staining on proofs if it was brushed on heavily at preparation. 
Relatively few have India paper flaws or brittleness. 

Several important issuers and series are included on 
these record pages. There is a complete denomination set of 
Estados Unidos de Colombia series from 1 Peso to 20 Pesos. 
Most significantly, there are three denominations from the 
previously unlisted Uribe e Hijos private banco (lots 10174- 
10176). These are not illustrated in the Standard Catalogue 
of World Paper Money and are sold as individual pairs for 
the first time. The trove of knowledge from the American 
Banknote Company Archive records contained in the lot 
descriptions increases the significance of each page and note 
type, all of which are uniquely prepared in this manner.

This is a unique archival record book, formerly part of the American Bank Note Company Archives, cataloged for only 
the second time in nearly a century. Last sold as “SAMPLE BOOK No. 8” in Lot 87 of the 1990 ABN Sale at Christies; 
it has remained intact since. 

The exterior volume is an oblong folio, brown leather binder 30.0cm by 25.0cm by 7.0cm deep, with the pages leather 
strapped in the binding with a locking mechanism (Kalamazoo Loose-leaf Binder Co.). 

Mounted upon the pages are uniface proofs or bond paper specimens from 1923-1979 for most series, but not fully 
complete by SCWPM catalog types. Four typewritten pages at the frontis have the order authorizations for most issues 
and denominations until 1964. 

Most proofs fall into the 1940s and 1950s period. Arranged by denomination and date from a 1923 1 Peso to a 1979 
1000 Pesos. Several are rare types or dates that were not represented in the 1990-1991 ABN sales. 

There are 75 pages with notes, the majority with face and back proofs. Mixed condition, these proofs are not especially 
vibrant compared to the proofs printed in the 1870s and 1880s using “hands on” proofing techniques as opposed to the 
machine-made production of the 20th century Several have glue toning through the paper. 

It commences with the 1923 issue gold notes includes 1938 commemorative issue face and back page and finishes with 
the 1979 1000 Pesos. Illustrates the progression of dates and signature transitions by dates from several series. 

A unique record of Colombia’s notes from the 20th century and one of the few record books from Christies 1990 ABN 
Sale sold intact. This realized $8,250 in December 1990. The whole is worth more than the sum of the parts.

Buyer agrees to pay 
all reasonable attorneys fees, court costs and other collection costs incurred by 
Stacks Bowers or any affiliated or related company to collect past due invoices or to 
interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any action or proceeding arising out of 
or related to the Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to assign its interest 
to any third party. To the extent that the Buyer for any lot consists of more than 
one person or entity, each such person or entity is jointly and severally liable for all 
obligations of the Buyer, regardless of the title or capacity of such person or entity.
